The Clatsop County Historical Society will 
dedicate a granite marker at the gravesite of 
Dr. Bethenia Owens-Adair, an early feminist 
who died in Astoria, in ceremonies Saturday 
at 11 am. at Ocean View Cemetery in 
Warrenton. 
The dedication comes nearly 50 years after 


her death and several months after the 


Historical Society launched an effort to 
provide the grave site with more than the 
cement pauper’s marker originally marking 
the burial spot. 

Dr. Owens-Adair stated in her will that her 
estate should provide a burial! stone, but local 
historian Janet Stevenson says Dr. Owens- 
Adair’s laywers charged the full amount of 
her estate as their fee and the plans laid out in 
the will were abandoned. : 

Mrs. Stevenson, now living in Chicago, will 
attend the dedication ceremony Saturday. It 
was her research on Dr. Owens-Adair that led 
the Historical Society to take up the project to 
provide her grave site with what they con- 
sider to be a more suitable monument to 
perpetuate the memory of and honor one of 
Clatsop County’s pioneer women. 

The Historical Society started the drive for 
the granite marker with a pledge of $100 and 
received donations from several 
organizations in the community to finance the 
tribute to Dr. Owens-Adair. 

Apparently, Dr. Owens-Adair expected 
quite a monument to be erected in her honor 
since she was buried in the center of four 
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cemetery plots. 

Noted as one of the great early feminists by 
many historians and of national reputation, 
Dr. Owens-Adair was born in Missouri but 
moved with her family at an early age to the 
Pacific Northwest. 

Her family was part of the first major 
group of pioneer settlers in the Northwest and 
settled on Clatsop Plains in 1843. 

Though her family moved from this area to 
the Umpqua Valley in the 1850s, Clatsop 
County was always part of her life and she 
returned here several times to live and 
retired to Warrenton. 

Dr. Owens-Adair married at an early age 
but was granted a divorce with the right to 
resume her maiden name and custody of her 
only child a short time later. 

The social stigma attached to a divorce in 
the 1850s made her family beg for her 
reconsideration of her divorce action but she 
was firm and left to study medicine in the 
East in 1873. 

Since women weren’t allowed in many of 
the medical colleges of those days, Dr. 
Owens-Adair had trouble getting into school 
but was finally accepted at the Eclectic 
Medical College in Philadelphia. 

Eclectic medicine, regarded with suspicion 
by many, specialized in medicated baths 
combined with electricity to treat a variety of 
ailments. 

Soon after setting up office in Portland, Dr. 
Owens-Adair became known as the “bath 
doctor’’ and soon as she was able she returned 
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With her marriage to Col. John Adair, she 
moved to a farm at Warrenton called Sun- 
nymead and began practice as a country 
doctor. 

One of Dr. Owens-Adair’s last issues which 
she focused attention on was eugenical 
sterilization. 

She had long believed that heredity played 
arole in perpetuating insanity and crime and 
worked hard to get both the Oregon and 
Washington legislatures to pass a sterilization 
law requiring all criminals, epileptics, the 
insane and feeble minded to be sterilized, 
except those exempted by a special board. 

Capt. Ray Collins, president of the Clatsop 
County Historical Society, will be master of 
ceremonies for Saturday’s dedication 
ceremony. 

Included in the ceremony will be the 
reading of an editorial which appeared in the 
Astoria Budget a few days after the death of 
Dr. Owens-Adair in 1926. 


Several of her descendants will be 
recognized at Saturday’s ceremony, as will be 
representatives of the Clatsop County 
Medical Society, Delta Kappa Gamma 
teacher’s honorary and Astoria Granite Co., 
those most responsible for seeing the project 
carried through. 

Following the ceremony, a representative 
of Astoria Granite Co. will give a tour of some 
of the historic grave stones at the cemetery. 
Those attending the public dedication 
ceremony may attend a picnic at Cullaby

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Death claimed Dr. B. A. Owens- 
Adair, pioneer resident of this 
section and prominent in medical 
circles, at her home on the Adair 
Ranch near Warrenton late Satur- 
day, September 11. 

Dr. Adair had been ill for several 


weeks prior to her death. 
Dr. Adair was born in Van Buren 


County, Missouri, in 1840, and 
crossed the plains with her parents 
in 1843. 

She was married at the age of 14 at 
Roseburg, Ore., to Mr. Hill, but ob- 
tained a divorce after six years and 
came to Clatsop county where she 
taught school for a time, and later 
was engaged in millinery work in 
Roseburg. 

Throughout this time she was 
making every effort to further her 
education. In 1870 she sent her son to 
the University of California and two 
years later she entered the Eclectic 
School of Medicine in Philadelphia, 
and later, after being in clinical 
work in several hospitals at 
Philadelphia, she completed her 
medical education in the University 
of Michigan and obtained her degree 


In 1884 she married John Adair in 
Portland. They established the 
Adair estate near Warrenton where 
they lived for about 11 years, moving 
then to Yakima. In 1905 they retur- 
ned to the Adair estate, which has 
been Dr. Adair’s home ever since. 
Col. Adair died several years ago. 

In the 1917 and 1919 session of the 
Oregon legislature, Dr. Adair urged 
the passage of a human sterilization 
bill. This measure provided for the 
sterilization of habitual criminals 
and feeble minded persons. 

The bill was passed through the 
legislature, but was defeated in 
court action. 

Dr. Adair was one of the best 
known persons of the northwest and 
her zeal, unfailing courage and 
brilliance won her countless friends 
in social and professional circles.

Physicians said that he and Paul 
Scott were dead, so respiration at- 
tempts were abandoned.

It 
was 15 minutes more before Paul 
Scott’s body was found and re- 
moved from the sand, and perhaps 
another half hour before Harlan 
Niemi could be reached. 

Baldwin gave credit to the po- 
lice radio system for great value 
{in getting help promptly from 
‘the volunteer fire department and 
said that it may have saved James 
Scott’s life. 

He also commended Robichaud, 
who he said practically dug one 
boy free with his bare hands be- 
fore the firemen got there.

Harold Gramson,Former

Harold C. Gramson, mayor of 
Warrenton 18 years and well- 
known figure in the fishing 
industry, died Saturday evening 
at Columbia Memorial Hospital 
in Astoria. Gramson, who had 
suffered heart illness for the 
past four years, was 60. 

Gramson, manager of the New 
England Fish Co. facility in 
Warrenton until recently, was 
described by Vic Horgan, 
manager of Ocean Foods in 
Astoria, as ‘“‘a moving force in 
the whole fishing picture on the

Gramson started work 
at the San Juan cannery in 
Warrenton 37 years ago, 
eventually becoming manager 
of the facility, which finally 
became part of the New England 
Fish Co.

Vietnam Vet added to memorial

William Wallace Newton, Jr. was added to the list of 
$8,132 names on the Vietnam Veterans Memorial in 
Washington D.C. this week. 

He was the first Oregon man to be killed in the Vietnam 
conflict and now one of the last to be added to the memorial 
wall built to acknowledge those killed or missing in 
Vietnam. 

Bill Newton, a career Navy man, was reported missing in 
action on Feb. 17, 1960 while in flight to Hue. He served in 
the Military Assistance Advisory Group attached to the 
South Vietnamese government to assist that government in 
training their troops. 

Bill Newton's name also will be among those incribed on 
the Oregon Vietnam Veterans’ Memorial in Washington 
Park. That memorial is near completion and will be 
dedicated on Veterans Day, Nov. 11, 1987. According to 
Norman Doney, a van will go to the event from the Clatsop 
Post of the American Legion in Astoria. 

Newton is survived by three Warrenton residents: his 
brothers, Dan and Dick Newton, and John Davis. 

Newton was a chief aviation electronics technician who 
seryed in World War II and in the Korean conflict. 

The addition of Newton's name to the memorial in 
Washington D.C. is due to the new policy of including those 
who died in duty related to military action. Until recently, 
only those killed in direct military action were listed on the 
wall. Howeyer, Newton’s plane went down while returning 
from a military operation. He and 24 other names are now 
eligible for inclusion on the memorial.

Dee Swindler, a well-known Warrenton resident, died Saturday night 
at age 70 while a patient in Columbia Memorial Hospital, Astoria. Dee 
was born in Washington Township, Ohio on June 22, 1914.

Knotts was well-known in the 
community for his work in both the

_ Dick Ford remembers his friend 
as being very knowledgeable. 
‘When he said something, it really 
meant something,” he said. ‘‘He 
was not a pushy person. But, you 
couldn’t push him either. He was 
pretty solid.” ; 

Ford added that he was such a 
likeable person, that even dogs 
liked him. Ford said that Dick 
could go up to any dog anywhere, 
and pet it, and not be bitten.

Knotts was known for his colorful 

way of saying things, using many 

colloquialisms and spicing his 
with nautical terms. 

All four men have stories to tell

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Six teens die in 
tragic accident 


High school again 


struggling with grief

WARRENTON — The sudden loss of five 
students — “‘precious beings,” in the words of one 
school official — has an entire high school grieving 
for the second time in 144 months. 

Only six weeks ago today, the 250 or so students 
and two dozen staff members of Warrenton High 
School were struggling to cope with the death of 
one student and injuries to two others in a vehicle 
accident in Seaside. Today, the deaths of six 
teen-agers — five of them from Warrenton High — 
in an accident Friday night has intensified the 
anguish. 

As expected, the mood at the high school was 
somber this morning, staff members said. But the 
experience of the first tragedy appeared to be 
helping the staff and the students cope with the 
latest tragedy, even though it took more lives, 
counselor Richard Ridout said. 


“I think perhaps because we’ve already gone 
through it, everybody’s coping with it better than 
before,” Ridout said. ’ 

“Today, it’s a little quiet,” said Dianne Dick, 
another school counselor. “It reminds me a lot of 
the day they found out about Bobby (Jorgenson, 
the student who died in October). It’s quiet. A lot of 
the kids are reflecting.” 

Principal Larry Audet, now in his first year asa 
school principal, didn’t hear about the accident 
until early Saturday, about 12 hours afterward, 
when he arrived at a school booster club 
fund-raising bazaar. Deeply shocked, he immedi- 
ately set to work with staff members and 
community leaders to assist the victims’ families 
and to help students deal with the tragedy.

Youth safety to be discussed in forum

Alarmed by the deaths last Fri- 
day of six students from other 
schools in a vehicle accident, stu- 
dents from Astoria High School 
have called a community meeting 
for next week on preventing further 
such tragedies. 

The meeting, to be sponsored by a 
student group at Astoria High, will 
be 7 p.m. Dec. 15 in the school 
auditorium. 

That student group is the school’s 
chapter of OSSOM, or Oregon 
Student Safety on the Move, a 
statewide youth program of the 
Oregon Traffic Safety Commission. 

Astoria High Principal Bill Par- 
rish said the meeting would be open 
to all students and adults who want 
to work with the OSSOM chapter to 
“stop the loss of our young in 
alcohol-related accidents.” 

Although tests have confirmed 
that no alcohol was in the blood of 
the six teen-agers killed Friday 
night in the two-car collision near 
Warrenton, friends have said the 
six were on their way to a beer- 
drinking party at the time of the 
crash. 


KILLED WERE FIVE students 
from Warrenton High School and 
one Clatsop Community College 
student from Clatskanie. Only six 
weeks earlier, another Warrenton 
High student was killed and two 
injured in a vehicle accident; 
alcohol was not a factor in that 
accident either, police determined. 

Although the six students at- 
tended other schools, many stu- 
dents at Astoria High School knew 
them and were deeply shaken by 
the accident, Parrish said. 


“We've had some counselors that 
have been very busy this week,” he 
said. 

Parrish said two members of the 
OSSOM chapter approached him 
this week with their concerns and 
frustrations about the accident. 

“They expressed their fear, and 
not knowing what to do,” Parrish 
said. “They stated that so many 
kids in our area are into drinking 
and driving. One said she was 
scared to be on the road, and that 
she had fear for what might happen 
to her friends.” 

Parrish said the students related 
their concerns to tragic accidents 
that have occurred since the start of 
the school year, including the death 
in September of an Astoria High 
student as she headed home from a 
school dance. 

THAT STUDENT, KAREN 
Temple, died after the car in which 
she was riding collided with another 
vehicle. The driver of that second 
vehicle has been charged with 
negligent homicide, felony hit and 
run, and driving under the influence 
of intoxicants in connection with the 
collision. 

The students hope to raise the 
community’s level of concern, Par- 
rish said. 

“Their fear was that last 
weekend’s tragedy would make 
(other) students think, but not for 
very long,” he said. ‘Basically, 
they want to do something that 
would make students think about 
safety.”’ 

Parrish said he would work with 
the OSSOM chapter between now 
and Dec. 15 to plan speakers and a 
format for the gathering.

WARRENTON — A Friday memorial service for 
five Warrenton High School students who died last 
week will be open to the public, said a spokesman 
for the group organizing the service. 


The half-hour service, sponsored by the Warren- 
ton Ministerial Association, will begin at 2:15 p.m. 
in the high school gymnasium, said Rev. Dan 
Mickelson, pastor of The Philadelphia Church in 
Hammond. Mickelson is a member of the associa- 
tion, a group of church pastors in the Warren- 
ton-Hammond area. 


The five students were among six teen-agers 
killed last Friday in an automobile accident near 
the Fort Clatsop Road intersection of state 
Highway 105, also known as Alternate U.S. 
Highway 101. The five were Timothy W. Morgan, 
Jason Christopher Hurl, Darren E. Godwin, Cory 
Bingaman-Storey and Kenneth Mahialani Goin. 

Mickelson said the service would begin with an 
invocation by the Rev. George Spencer, pastor of 
the Warrenton Church of the Nazarene. 

The Warrenton High School Choir will then 
Leta te followed by a student reading of a written 
tribute. 


Mickelson said the choir performance and the 
written tribute were included as a “vital 
bg from the student body after the tragic 
joss. 

The service will continue with a song pres- 
entation by Ginger and Lisa Bowman, students at 
Lewis and Clark Christian Academy of Astoria. 
The memorial message will then be given by Doug 
Marshall, pastor of the Warrenton Church of 
Christ. 

After the message there will be a moment of 
silence in memory of the students, followed by a 
closing prayer from the Rev. Ed Bussert, pastor of 
First Baptist Church of Warrenton. 

Afterward, the pastors will be available to 
provide counseling to any who desire it, Mickelson 
said.

THE DRIVER OF the second vehicle, Robert John 
Larson, 28, of Surf Pines, was not injured seriously in 
the collision. He was wearing a seat belt. None of the 
youths were belted, but Raichl said that because of the 
impact safety restraints might not have saved their 
lives. 

The accident killed more people than any other 
collision in Clatsop County in more than 15 years, said 
Lt. Bob Pendleton of the Oregon State Police’s Astoria 
office. 

Despite reports to the contrary, Deputy Butch 
Godwin was not called to investigate the collision. He 
went there voluntarily, after a hysterical youth 
telephoned him to report that Godwin’s son had been 
killed. An emergency worker pulled the wallet from 
Darren Godwin’s clothing and a firefighter gave it to 
his father. He was upset, but he did not collapse, said 
sheriff’s deputy Denise Humphrey. 

The collision allegedly occurred when a 1981 
Oldsmobile Omega driven by Raappana attempted to 
turn abruptly from the westbound lanes of Highway 105 
onto Fort Clatsop Road, in front of Larson’s eastbound 
1982 Chevrolet pickup, according to sheriff's deputies’ 

. Friends of the victims following the Oldsmobile 
estimated its speed at the time of the collision at 65 to 70 
mph. 

pa an aviation mechanic third class at the U.S. 
Coast Guard’s Air Station Astoria, later told Humphrey 
that he was driving 55 to 60 mph when he saw an 
oncoming car ap} to pull into his lane and then turn 
in front of his truck. He said he stood on the brakes 
before the collision. The next thing he said he 
remembered was kicking open his pickup’s door and 
getting out to check on his dog, which was also in the 
pickup, Humphrey’s report stated. The dog survived. 

The pickup rolled, landing back on its tires. “‘If he 
had not rolled, there’s a good chance he might have 
been killed,” Raichl said, explaining that heavy 
equipment in the bed might have crushed the cab. 

The posted speed for the highway is 55 mph. 


“WE CANNOT FIND any fault with (Larson’s) 
driving,” Raich] said. ‘“‘There was absolutely nothing 
else he could do. ... At that point, he could not have 
swerved that vehicle (Larson’s pickup).”’ 

Deputies will probably never know why Raappana 
turned her car when she did, Raichl said. ‘‘There’s no 
way we could tell what initiated the driver (Raappana) 
to make the turn.” : 

Sheriff's deputies left the two vehicles at the scene 


Friday night to attempt to reconstruct the collision in 
daylight Saturday. Their reconstruction determined 
that neither of the vehicles had a mechanical failure 
before the collision, Raichl said. Although the area was 
foggy, visibility was still good, he added. 


Throughout Saturday, motorists drove slowly past the 
scene or stopped to get a closer look. Some students 
cried as they shuffled their feet through broken glass. 
Other students viewed the wrecked Oldsmobile after it 
was towed to Astoria Auto Wrecking and Radiator 
Repair near the accident scene. 


Authorities have not yet determined whether alcohol 
was involved in the collision, although they don’t think 
it was, Raichi said. Blood was drawn from Larson and 
the six youths kilied, however. The Sheriff’s Depart- 


ment hopes to know the results of those tests this week, 
he said. 


During the collision, unopened cans of beer fell from 
a cooler in the back of Larson’s pickup, according to 
deputies’ reports. Deputies also found four half-cases of 
beer in the Oldsmobile’s trunk, but none of the cans had 
been opened. No cans were found in either the 
Oldsmobile’s or the pickup’s passenger areas. 


AUTHORITIES SAID IT appeared no one involved in 
the collision had been drinking. 

The youths allegedly got the beer from a woman who 
purchased it at an area grocery store and gave or sold 
the beer to them, Raichl said. The Sheriff’s Department 
is investigating that allegation, but Raichl said he 
didn’t think the purchase had anything to do with the 


collision.

Bill Hilton, Warrenton-Hammond

He said the immensity of the loss 
had still not sunk in. 

“It’s really a tragic happening,” 
he said.

Although the school has programs 
in place to help teach students the 
importance of safe driving and 
responsible behavior, Audet and 
Hilton agreed that the key is for 
teen-agers themselves to recognize 
that they aren’t invincible. 

“We have to emphasize that they 
are precious beings and they have 
to take care of themselves,” Hilton 
said.

WARRENTON — A longtime city 
employee here drowned Tuesday 
after apparently falling into the 
municipal reservoir near Crown 
Camp. 

Divers with the Clatsop County 
Sheriff's Department and members of 
Clatsop County Search & Rescue 
recovered the body of Alvin J. 
Birkholz, 53, of Warrenton, at about 
2:45 a.m. today, Deputy Cody Har- 
ris said. His body was found sub- 
merged about 25 to 30 feet from the 
sloping bank of the 16-million-gallon 
reservoir off the Lewis and Clark 
River. 

Birkholz's daughter reported him 
missing about midnight Tuesday 
when he failed to return home from 
work, authorities said. City Manag- 
er Gil Gramson said city police and 
city employees found Birkholz’s per- 
sonal vehicle parked at the city shops 
and his work vehicle gone, so they 
started checking the city water sys- 
tem.

‘Pumpkin Man’ remembered a 


for generosity, love of children

He took no bunk from people in 
his business dealings, yet he gave 
away thousands of pumpkins to chil- 
dren every Halloween. 

Henry Willener, the “Pumpkin 
Man” of Warrenton, left varied — 
but fond — impressions on the peo- 
ple who knew him. 

Willener, 85, died Tuesday at a 
Portland hospital. His funeral ser- 
Vice is at 11 a.m. Saturday at Hugh- 
es-Ransom Mortuary Chapel, 576 

_ 12th St. in Astoria. 

For more than 50 years, Willen- 
er opened his farm and his heart to 
area children who came in droves to 
choose Halloween gourds. “He was 
always very kind to children,” says 
Marian Soderberg, a Warrenton 
Grade School counselor and Wil- 
lener’s neighbor for 20 years. 

“TI think that was one of the rea- 
sons that Hank was so special to 
them, because they knew they could 
count on him at Halloween time,” 
she says. 

Warrenton fourth-grader Eliza- 
beth O’ Casey, 10, says visiting Wil- 
lener at his pumpkin patch “filled 
me with happiness (and) put a 


sparkle in Halloween.” 

Born Oct. 29, 1911, in Nampa, 
Idaho, Willener was a child when 
his family moved to Oregon and 
lived in various parts of Clatsop 
County before settling in Warrenton. 
He worked for Youngs Bay Lumber 
Co. after graduating from high 
school, then opened his own meat 
market in the 1930s. 

Willener married Dorothy John- 
son in 1934. During the next sever- 
al decades, he went from being a 
fireman, at Fort Stevens State Park 
in Hammond to’ starting his own 
cattle ranch, which Willener oper- 
ated from the 1940s until he retired 
in 1977. He also served on the War- 
renton City Council and the city 
Planning Commission around the 
1950s. 

“He was a generous guy, but he 
was a no-nonsense guy. You 
couldn’ t pull anything over on him,” 
recalls Vernon Hart, a neighbor of 
Willener’s since Hart was a boy. 
He used to do chores on Willener’s 
farm: haying, herding cattle, stack- 
ing wood, weeding and anything 
else that needed to be done. 

Hart says his boss “expected you 
to work — you never got no free day 


- but he was always right there help- 
ing.” Hart and other youths in the 
area sometimes worked for Willen- 
er “just so he would take us trout 
fishing or duck hunting,” he says, 
adding that Willener always fed 
them well. 

In later years, he and Willener 
remained good friends. “I’d take 
him crabs, and he’d give me veg- 
etables out of his wonderful garden 
every year,” Hart says. 

After his retirement, Willener’s 
annual pumpkin giveaway grew into 
a grand project; in'1991, he dis- 
tributed just more than 3,000 gourds 
to kids from more than 30 schools 
and day-care centers throughout the 
county. 

“That was the highlight of his 
year,” says Willener’s son, Henry 
Willener Jr., who lives on Sauvie 
Island near Portland and would 
truck in additional pumpkins for his 
father to hand out. The younger Wil- 
lener says his father stayed positive 
and upbeat even in recent months, 
when heart trouble kept him from 
doing as much around the farm. 

“He just never let it get him 
down,” says Willener, who wants to 
continue his father’s Halloween

pumpkin tradition somehow. He 
hopes people will remember his 
dad’s generosity fondly.

Longtime Warrenton resi- 
dent and "Pumpkin Man", Hen- 
ty "Hank" Willener, died Feb. 
11, 1997, in Portland. He was 
85 years old. 

Mr. Willener was born Oct. 
29, 1911, to Henry and Louise 
Heinz Willener in Nampa, Ida- 
ho. He came to Oregon as a 
child and the family settled and 
homesteaded in the Nehalem 
Valley. They later moved to 
Astoria, then to Warrenton, 
Seaside and back to Warrenton.

He went to work for Youngs 
Bay Lumber Co. following high 
school and soon became its 
pond foreman.

Before World War I, he 
worked at Fort Stevens as a 
fireman until the mid-to-late 
1940s. He then started his own 


cattle ranch, which he operated 
until retiring in 1977. 


Mr. Willener was a member - 


of the IOOF #243 of Warren- 
ton and served terms on the 
Warrenton City Commission 
and Warrenton Planning Com- 
mission. He was an avid hun- 
ter and fisherman. 

Mr. Willener was known as 
Warrenton’s "Pumpkin Man", 
growing a pumpkin patch at his 
house for many years for local 
school children to visit.

RICHARD J. ““DICK’ FORD, 86, Warrenton, died in Portland at 6:00 a.m. on Thursday, May 8, 1997. 
Dick was born at Beaver Station near present day Beaverton on November 14, 1910 to Percy J. and Linda 
Iola (Butler) Ford. His early education was at Columbia Elementary School near Columbia Edgewater golf 
course where he later caddied to earn a little money to support his mother and himself. He left Benson 
Polytechnic High School at age 17 to work for Western Union delivering telegrams in the downtown 
Portland area. He worked long hours and did the extra things that earned him a promotion to the 
motorcycle division leaving his bicycle behind. 


Dick and Katherine Thelma Scheideman were married at the Baptist Church on 44th in Portland on June 6, 
1933. They later attended Highland Baptist Church on Alberta Avenue. Three sons were born to them 
with almost five years between first and second and second and third. Richard J. “Jeff”, Boise, Idaho; 
Grant, Fort Lauderdale, Florida; and Lowell, Salem, Oregon were born to Dick and Katherine. A foster 
daughter, Joan (Valley) Sather, Seattle, Washington rounded out their family. 


Dick worked at Crown Flour Mill in Portland for several years at the end of the Great Depression and 
attended electrical apprentice courses back at Benson Poly where the instructor advised him that his was 
entirely too old to become an electrician. Ignoring the advice Dick completed training and went to work at 
Poole and McGonigle during WW 2 rewiring Russian ships. He tried to enlist but was turned down. Later 
he joined the Naval Reserve He moved to Warrenton at the old CC Camp apartments on “The Ridge”. He 
then had a job at the Astoria Boatworks helping to construct PT boats for the war effort. One month later 
in November 1944 he moved his wife and three sons to Warrenton. 


Dick worked as an electrician with several different partners before purchasing what became Ford’s 
Electric in Seaside. He and Katherine operated the electrical contracting business for many years. During 
his lifetime Dick was community service oriented and became a volunteer fireman which led to his 
becoming a volunteer fire chief for some 28 years. His promotion was in 1963 with his retirement from 
active firefighting in 1982, but he remeined Fire Commissioner for years zfterward. He was also the 
Warrenton/Hammond building inspector. This last position spanned more than two decades. 


Dick was active in Red Cross instructing First Aid courses and CPR for a number of years. Later in life he 
became very active in Gideons International and served as chaplain of the local chapter. He also conducted 
a jail or prison ministry helping many troubled people to find the same kind of peace and satisfaction that 
he always felt and expressed 


Earlier years during the resurgence in popularity of square dancing Dick and Katherine taught square 
dancing with Dick gaining a reputation as a caller. Circle Eights first held sessions at the airport while 
moving to facilities at Ft. Stevens. 


Dick had many interests including stamp collecting, mushroom hunting, honey bee raising, bowling, 
hunting and fishing of all kinds. He helped to actually build several churches in Clatsop county and helped 
others with rewiring or original wiring. 


Katherine passed away 15 days short of her 80th birthday in 1992. On September 4, 1993 he married Gina 
Sherrat who died on December 1, 1993. He leaves the three sons already mentioned and two daughters-in- 
law: Helen Ford, Boise and Pauline Ford, Salem and eight grandchildren, 12 great grand children plus a 
sister-in-law, Frances Herr, Portland. 


In recognition of his long service to Warrenton his family has established the Dick Ford Distinguished 
Award to recognize others who have contributed to the wel! being of the community and its people whorn 
he so liked and admired. The family further wishes to publicly thank Dr. Tucker Nielsen who took Dick 
Ford’s health as a “project” and literally forestalled his death by two and a half years or more. Further 
thanks go to the Intensive Care staff at St. Vincent’s Hospital in Portland for their care and concern in his 
last days. The family also acknowledges the kind and comforting words and actions of all who knew Dick 
Ford and now share in a celebration of his life. 


Dick Ford had eight grandchildren. When asked to share their memories of their grandfather this is what 
they wrote: 


AARON---My Grandpa was always a very strong man. Our family would visit our Grandma and Grandpa 
once or twice a year when I was young. He would usually take my dad, my brother and me out clam 
digging or fishing. He loved the town of Warrenton and he worked and volunteered well past the age of 
retirement. My best memories of him was my last visit, I think it was 1994, he was pretty weak and pretty 
sick but when I talked with him his words were clear and comforting. He always seemed to be wise like a 
grandpa should be. 


ANDY--- It was the Christmas of my fourteenth year that the shotgun Grandpa gave me was the last 
present that was opened. He knew that had I opened it earlier I would not have cared about the others. We 
headed for a deep drain ditch that we knew held mallards, and as always, they were there. We marked the 
spot and then put the sneak on them. As we slowly cleared the high bank the green heads flushed. Before 
they were eye level we opened fire and birds dropped everywhere as we emptied our guns. “Three for 
three!” I yelled jubilantly. “Nope”, said Gramps, “those two are yours and the three over there are mine. 
What do you think of that shotgun?” I just beamed. 

I remember pheasant hunting the wide cattail patch below the house. That day I couldn’t hit the 
side of a barn from the inside! For some reason Grampa was following me around. “Probably wants to rib 
me the next time I miss,” I thought.. A rooster exploded from under my feet and I littered the ground with 
3 3/4 ounces of lead and three plastic wads. Not one feather flew as the rooster cackled away. “Andy, 
you’ ve been four feet in front of the last four birds. Cover them up and follow through,” Grandpa 
explained. I knew then why he had been behind me, Thanks, Gramps! 

When Grandpa and I were alone I often brought the conversation around to his hunting trips in 
British Columbia for moose, caribou ard goats; clamming on the beach; or, maybe fishing the hog run on 
the Columbia. He had already told me most of these stories dozens of times, but he didn’t seem to mind. 
When I think of Grandpa my mind fills with fond memories of wading knee deep in sugar beets with 
shotguns in hand; of grinding down mountain roads in his old blue International looking for deer; and of 
days spent on the Columbia in an orange dory trolling for salmon. There were always lots of “Yippee 
Skippees, Yer cruisin for a brusin’s, I love you’s and Praise the Lord’s” with Gramps. 

There are some memories in a man’s life that become as much a part of him as his heart and soul. 
These are the memories that never fade. These are the memories of my Grandpa. 


BRAD--- One of the most vivid memories I have of grandpa was during his retirement ceremony as fire 
chief. I remember walking into the banquet hall and being amazed at all the tables and people gathered to 
honor my grandpa. I’d mostly seen downtown Warrenton, so I couldn’t quite understand where all those 
people came from. But, they came from somewhere---I remember grandma and Dick Knotts and many 
other friends. There was a huge bouquet of flowers in a red hook-and-ladder and I think his fire chief's 
helmet was on the side, 

After we sat down and many other people from the fire department talked, it was grandpa’s turn. 
The entire room was listening intently. He began talking about his career: he told a funny story about 
fighting a fire at the Reptile Garden and one of the firemen picking up a snake thinking it was a hose; he 
told a sad story of fighting a fire in the winter and watching it burn because the hoses had frozen solid; and 
of course, he mentioned how much his friends meant to him and that his family had always supported him 
in doing this important and demanding work for the community. 

I was very proud of my grandpa that day. He was respected and loved by his community and 
family. I'll never forget the feelings of pride and love I felt that night. 


KRISTI--- Grandpa was always a strong, vivacious, loving man. I remember warm, tight hugs, face tickles 
with scratchy whiskers and “noogies” on top of my head with teasing knuckles. 

I can still feel the thrill of salmon fishing---pulling and fighting to reel the big one in and Grandpa 
encouraging and cheering me on. I can smell deer liver and onions frying after a successful days of 


hunting. On one of our fishing excursions to the North Fork of the Malheur River Grandpa had to carry 
his barefooted (and rather chagrinned) granddaughter out of a patch of puncture weeds. 

I remember rough housing, cribbage games, walks along the beach and threats of “I am going to 
send you to Scappoose” followed by peals of laughter. I never really knew if there was Scappoose but if 
Grandpa said there was I believed him. 

I have a heart full of loving wonderful memories of the dearest grandpa there could ever have been. 
He was my friend. The loss of him causes such an ache but I know that he is at peace and rest in heaven. 
And I will always hold him dear to my heart. 


JANIS--- I remember one exciting time when we were pheasant hunting near Ontario where we lived when 
as I tagged along behind Grandpa we cornered a rooster between our old poodle, Toby, some brush, 
Grandpa and me. He made a grab at the bird and caught it by its legs. The terrified rooster flapped its 
wings in Grandpa’s face with such force that it was able to wiggle loose and fly away. With the look of 
surprise still on his face Grandpa turned to me and said, “After all these years of hunting we almost did 
better without a shot gun.” 

Christmas Eve was a time of great intrigue. Grandpa would make a game of conspiring to get a 
couple of extra cookies for the two of us after the others had left the room. It was a lot of fun to pull a 
good one on the rest. It was our big secret. 

I remember all the times we went hunting on North Pine Creek with the kids sleeping in tents and 
the grandparents in a camper. In the morming Grandma would start frying some bacon and that was the 
signal for me to scamper into the warm spot next to Grandpa because it was really cold outside. It was so 
comforting to be near fim. 

He was a man who would do anything for anyone at any time there was a need to fill. 


JEFF--- My fondest memory of Dick Ford, I mean, Grandpa Ford, is when he took me fishing at the mouth 
of the Columbia where there were 30 foot swells. I was terrified each time CHUKAR ONE would drop out 
of sight of land. He convinced me that when I hooked into a nice salmon it would all be worth it---and of 
course, he was right. Thank you, Grandpa, I love you. 

Thad always feared water until that day but he gave me confidence and I no longer an afraid of 
being on, near of in the water. 


STEVE--- The thing I remember the most about Grandpa is the time we went salmon fishing when I 
spotted a large bobber about the size of a baseball close to the boat. Each time we tried to grab the bobber 
it would seem to swim away a few feet. Finally we got close enough to catch it and to our surprise on the 
other end of the line was a 16 Ib. silver salmon! 

I remember the times we went deer hunting on North Pine Creek near Halfway. He always was a 
successful hunter and was a very good and accurate shot. 


THERESA---I remember digging clams with Grandpa Ford watching the sand for the bubbles, then giving 
chase with the shovel hoping to be quick enough to win the prize, though I seldom caught up with a clam 
Grandpa almost always did. He made sure we brought home an ample supply of the little jewels for 
Grandma to fry up. Dinner always wonderful and then Grandpa would crawl under the table for a quick 
nap. Sometimes I would crawl under that table with him and day dream. Those were the best of times. 
Grandpa introduced me to nature and its wondrous bounty. He led me with his big strong hands and gentle 
loving heart and I happily followed. Good bye, Grandpa, you will be missed.

Kenneth “Bud”

A heart attack claimed the life 
of 61-year-old Kenneth “Bud” 
Melvin Williams of Warrenton on 
Sunday, July 22, 2001. 

Mr. Williams was the son of 
John and Ruth Williams and was 
born in Rio Tinto, Ney., on Oct. 
10, 1939. As a child, Mr. Will- 
iams lived with his family in 
Delta, Colo., and Portola,Calf., 
before moving to Lakeview, Or- 
egon. He received his elementary 
and high school education in 
Portola and Lakeview. At 
Lakeview High School, he was a 
_ member of the football and wres- 
tling teams and graduated in 

1958. 

A hard worker all his life, Mr. 
Williams learned his work ethic 
from his parents and from his 
early employment as a ranch 
hand, hod carrier for a brick ma- 
son and as a box boy for Safeway 
Stores. Following high school, he 
attended Oregon State College 
for two years and worked “in the 
woods” as a lumberjack. He re- 
membered in awe the time while 
on a crew fighting a forest fire 
that the fire crowned above them. 
They managed to dig in and sur- 
vive much to the amazement of 
themselves and those who'd 
given them up for dead. From 
1961 to 1963, Mr. Williams 
proudly served his country as a 
military policeman in the U.S. 
Army’s Ist Armored Division. 
During the Cuban Missile Crisis 
when troops were aboard ship 
ready for deployment, he was in 
charge of security for the map 
room. 

Following his military service, 
Mr. Williams moved to Portland 
where he worked as a grocery 


CHECKEH (Oi /HCLISON S and as a 
clerk and store designer/drafter 
for Coast to Coast Stores. In 
1965, Mr. Williams went to work 
as a mechanical drafter for 
Freightliner Corporation’s Swan 
Island Plant. It was here Mr. Wil- 
liams met co-worker Patricia 
Craven. They were married on 
Oct. 22, 1966, in Vancouver, 
Wash. His family remembers 
how he lived to remind Pat, “You 
had designs on me right from the 
start. Remember when Rudi told 
you to take me around and intro- 
duce me to everyone, and you 
conveniently forgot to introduce 
me to any of the women?” In 
1972, Mr. Williams graduated 
with high honors from a sales 
course at Sales Training Inc. in 
Portland. As a result of this train- 
ing, he was recruited by Abex 
Corp. as an area sales manager 
for Oregon, Washington, Idaho, 
Montana, Wyoming and Utah. 
He was transferred in 1976 to the 
corporate headquarters in Troy, 
Mich., as an accounts manager 
responsible for corporate ac- 
counts throughout the eastern 
US. 

In 1978, the family returned to 
Oregon, settling in Warrenton. 
Mr. Williams worked for a short 
time at Pt. Adams Packing Co., 
and then in 1980, he began a long 
association drafting for 
Bergerson Cedar Windows. Also 
during this time, Mr. Williams 
established W~Ink Design Draft- 
ing Service through which he did 
free-lance drafting until the time 
of his death. 

In 1981, Mr. Williams went to 
work as a drafting instructor at 
Tongue Point Job Corps Center. 
He designed and implemented a 
“pilot” AutoCAD program for 
students, but had to teach him- 
self how to use AutoCAD first. 
He had great faith in Job Corps 
and derived great satisfaction 
from helping students attain suc- 
cess. He continued in this 
position until the drafting pro- 
gram was eliminated in 1989. 
Over the next year and a half, Mr. 
Williams taught computer-aided 
drafting for Clatsop Community 
College and did drafting work for 
the City of Astoria. In 1991, he 
returned to Tongue Point Job 
Corps Center as the Vocational 
Student Training Specialist work- 
ing with the Union Trades. 
Although not in as direct contact 


with students as he had been as 
an instructor, he still found ways 
to impact their learning. He took 
great pride in Job Corps students 
and all they could accomplish. 
Nothing made him happier than 
to have a former student contact 
him with an update. In 1993, he 
was promoted to Vocational Stu- 
dent Training Supervisor and 
continued in this position until his 
death. 

First and foremost was Mr. 
Williams’ love for his family and 
care and concern for his friends 
and co-workers. He genuinely 
believed that “people” were more 
important than “things.” He was 
an avid fisherman and computer 
enthusiast. When he had time, he 
enjoyed reading, photography 
and painting, both in oil and wa- 
tercolor. 

In addition to his wife, Mr. 
Williams is survived by a son, 
Shawn Williams of Warrenton; 
his daughter and son-in-law, 
Shani and Tim Gonsalves of 
Kailua, Hawaii; a brother, Jack

Miller said Thebiay was wearing a seat belt.
